SUMMARY OF BILL: Requires the Fiscal Review Committee (FRC) to consider and
determine appeals of fiscal notes. Requires the FRC to develop and adopt a formal, written
procedure for appeals of fiscal notes that includes: the requirements for filing an appeal and
time for consideration of the appeal; the burden of proof; the right to offer written and oral
arguments; the number of fiscal notes that may be appealed by a member per session; and the
time for issuing an order on the appeal.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

NOT SIGNIFICANT

Assumptions:

e On November 28, 2018, the FRC adopted a fiscal note and fiscal memorandum appeal
process for the 111™ General Assembly. The process is to remain in effect until altered
or rescinded by the FRC.

e The current appeal process satisfies the requirements of the proposed legislation.

Therefore, any fiscal impact to the FRC or the General Assembly is estimated to be not
significant.
